Boston, Aug. 10—The H»n. Tilly 


Haynes, proprietor 
of the 
United 


States hotel here and of the Broad- 
way Central, "New York, died here ot 


11.25 
o'clock this forenoon from a gen- 


eral breaking up of the system . 


He was 74 years old. 


Tilly Haynes was bom In Sudbury, 


February 13, 1828. He was a lineal 
descendant of Walter Haynes, one of 
the founflers of SudWiry, and of Wil- 
liam Hunt, one of the founders of Con 
cord. When 'ha was two years old, his 
parents removed to Billenca and th«re 
he received his education in the pub- 
lic schools. At the age of 14 he began 
his business liffc 1n a country store 
in North Reading. Three years later 
he became a clerk ijva -store in Law- 
rence. 


He started in business for himself 


at the age of 21, when he opened a 
store in Springfield for the sate of 
men's goods. The business prospered. 
He engaged in manufacturing, becom- 
ing one of the original stockholders 
of the Indian Orchard mills. With 
others he built a- small button -factory 
in Springfield, manufactured flax niaj- 
chines in Mill River and made sewing 
machines in Chicopee. He built a mu- 
sic hall and theater in Springfield in 
1857, 
This building was burned in 


the great fire of 1864, but he replaced 
it with a larger music hall and the 
Haynes hotel. 


Mr. Haynes took a prominent part 


in Springfield affairs and in state poli- 
tics. He served in the first city gov- 
ernment of Springfield, in 1852; was a 
member of the house of representa- 
tives for four terms, 1867-70:^9. state 
senator for four terms, 1875-1878; and 
a member of the executive council two 
terms, druing the administrations of 
Governors Rice and Talbot. He serv- 
ed on important committees while in 
the legislature; he was chairman of 
the committee on the state house in 
1869, when the Interior o fthe struc- 
ture was largely 
reconstructed; 
he 


was chairman of the committee on 
railroads in 1876. Governor Ames ap- 
point°d him a member of the metro- 
politan sew-er committee commission 
in 1890. 


Mr. Haynes temporarily retired from 


business m 1876. He sold his hotel 
and music hall and spent considera- 
ble time In traveU He subsequently 
established himself in Boston and be- 
gan his career as a. hotel manager in 
1880, 
by taking charge of the United 


States hotel in that city. Under his 
malagement the value of the prop- 
erty was considerably increased and 
the house was enlarged. 


He took charge of the old Grand 


Central hotel In New York in 1892; he 
reopened it, reconstructed it and mod- 
ernized it, as the Broadway Central 
hotel. He has continued to conduct 
the hotel with success to the present 
time. 


Mr. Haynes married in 1853, Miss 


Martha C. Eaton of Salisbury. Mrs. 
Haynes died In 1876. They had no 
children.

Its yaida and bulldiiigs cover between 
12 and 14 acres; it has employed 1200 
men at its busiest times and Its cost 
Is placed at §5,000,000 by officials of the 
Btecl corporation. 


President Gornpers of the American 


Federation of Labor u as at the strike 
headquarters again

noon with Secretary Morrison, and was 
closeted with the advisory board of tlie 
Amalgamated association for more than 
three hours. 
Before he left the meet- 


Ing he gave his promise to support the

jtlon of the Amalgamated association is 
tabsolutely justified and essential to its 
'ContlmiaBee 
an<^ effectiveness as a 


union of workers in the trade, as well 
0a the protectar of the rights and in- 
terests of its-members. 
' "It appeals that the company took the 
position it did with an avowal that it 
•would not allow the extension of the 
..union to non-unionists. 
Such a posi- 


tion and avowal are tantamount to de- 
glaring that, 
notwithstanding the 


.growth of the craft, the organization 
lhad reached a status beyond which it 
«oold not extend. 


"Now, any one at all familiar with 


Industrial development and economic 
organization, are equally aware that 
organized labor advances 
or recedes, 


btrt never stands still. 
It 
therefore 


follows that if the trust, by its great 
Jwealth, c«n prevent the extension and 
growth ofetBfrAmalgaiuated association 
It encompasses its disintegration and 
destruction. 
The only power, then, 


•tending between the trust and workers 
•s a protector are the tender mercies 
of its directors. Against such a calam- 
ity the sense of Justice and humanity 
revolt, and against which we solemnly 
protest. 


"We shall stand by ihe Amalgamated 


association in the present conflict to the 
full exteat of our power, both morally 
and financially: we shall aid in every 
hvn lul way the men on strike, or whb 
may come out on strike, to maintain the

"When the overweening rich combine 


for avarice, power and tyranny, is it

"If the trust should succeed in its 


purpose to crush the Amalgamated-as- 
sociation the victory would be deaily 
bought. 


"The fight of the brave Boers may end 


to their undoing, but the spirit of jus- 
tics, tJic Jove of freedom and right sud- 
denly looms up in another part of otir 
world.

greatest assistance the Amalgamated 
could get, and, if the Amalgamated 
cannot now win it will be no fault of 
its brethren in anns. 


The Knights of labor come to the 


assistance of the steel strikers in an 
unexpected way. They propose to call 
upon United Sta,tes Attorney-General 
Knox to enforce the anti-tiust laws 
against the steel combine. 
The fa- 


mous es-AttorneyGenefal JJonnett of 
Ohio has been retained and promises 
to make as fierce a fig-ht against the 
steel corporation as he did against the 
Standard oil when he was Ohio's at- 
torney-general. Since a large number 
of the corporation's mills are in Ohio, 
Mr. Monnett becomes a serious op- 
ponent of the combine. Mr. Monnett 
tells the Knights of labor that in this 
move they have the correct idea. He 
says the trust can be driven from 
Ohio, that they can be reached right 
now both criminally and civilly and 
that "we can fi!fl the jails with viola- 
tors of the anti-trust law as rapidly 
as they can jail workingmen for con- 
tempt." 


The steel corporation itself has not 


been idle. Yesterday it sprung a sur- 
prise in a daring move. The Amer- 
ican sheet steel company ordered yes- 
terday 
that the Dewes Wood mill at 


McKeesport 
be torn do-,vn and the 


plant removed to Yandargift. 
The 


national 
tube works people are dis- 


cussing 
the a-dvisability of moving 


their mills from McKeesport to Con- 
neaut, Ohio. These mills 
are 
the 


mainstay of 
McKeesport and thpir 


removal means ruin for the city. The 
mills employ about 15,000 people 
in 


McKeesport, whose population is only 
34,000. The 
Dewes Wood plant cost 


$6,000,000 and the tube company's plant 
510,000,000 and was capitalized -in the 
trust at $17,000,000.In carrying out the 
proposition 
to raze these mills the 


trust 
will show its determination by 


practically throwing away 
property 


of the value of $20,000,000. This is as- 
tounding. 
In addition to tfiese the 


American steel hoop company is coi- 
iderang tine removal of its gigantic 
plant from Toungstown, Ohio to the 
vicinity of Pittsburg. 


The purpose of these demolitions and 


removals is to take the works from the 
centres 
of organized labor to local- 


ities 
where it is expected labor will 


not be so powerful. It would 
seem 


that the purpose, 
in time, 
will be 


foiled. The mil's can. never be taken 
away from labor and wnerever labor 
goes organization will follow. At best 
thi& 
plan of flitting- can do no more 


than give 
temporary exemption from 


the demands of organized labor. It is 
not a. plan that will become general's 
adopted. It is far easier for unionism 
to follow the mills than it is for the 
mJls to keep on the move. 


The issue between capital and labor 


must be settled some other way.

Take the Fosburgh case for example. 


No one has any reason in the world 


to find fault with the outcome of, the 
Fosburgh trial. It was in justice as- 
cording to the evidence. But consid- 
er 
the abuse of Nicholson as an on- 


couragemont to escapes and to prime. 


There is not a chief of DOlioe in the 


land 
who has not been made more 


timic1 by this abuso and more reluc- 
tant to push a case. The government 
seldom 
or never goes to trial having 


knowledge that the facts in its jwssfls- 
slon cannot fail to secure conviction, 
and if the people arc to demand the 
complete elimination of doubt before 
the officers proceed in the direction of 
the courts many criminals will go un- 
challenged

pun'rhed. 
It mistakes and failure to 


convict are to be followed by bound- 
less denunciation, officers o£ the law 
wiU be inclined to takes the course that 
involves the smallest amount of risk. 
It will be safer under such conditions, 
to place a crime in the list of mysteries 
than 
to pursue the iMjrson 
against 


whom 
weighs tho only findablc cvi- 


donee 
of guilt in the judgment of the 


ofllcors. He wouid bo a courageous 
«bJ,«L.o£ police who would in, thin 


ty. 
or In a'l of Massachusetts, make 


any public move against a person sus- 
pected of murder unless ho hafl ab- 
solute proof of the person's guilt ;n 
bis hands. 


NOw, place the very evident truUi of 


this alongside of the fact that in many 
murder cases the most important evi- 
dence is secured after the arrest has 
been made,, 
and it will be clear how 


the abuse of Nicholson has operated to 
the encouragement of crime, or to the 
protection of the criminal, 
which is 


the aame thing. Many times the right 
arrest 
is made in connection with a 


murder when there is little more than 
a bare suspicion in the minds of the 
officers, the evidence all coming af'er- 
war4s. Mary Smith may 
kno,,v 
a 


circumbtan.ce 
that will connect John 


Jones with a murder, but Mary Smith 
will never think of it uaUl John Jones 
is arrested, accused of the 
murder. 


Then she will 
remember that on the 


night of the crime she saw John Jones 
in 
a certain place at a certain hojr 


and this 
circumstance may be most 


valuable to the officers and the gov- 
ernment. 


Of course no officer of the law is to 


be 
put beyond just and reasonab'e 


criticism, nor is any officer to go about 
recklessly casting people into prison- 
there 
are no such officers anyway— 


but, on the other hand, it is very un- 
wise 10 wantonly assault the officers 
who mak« mistakes or who fail to con- 
vict for want of evidence. Mistakes in 
judgment happen in the careers of the 
most careiul men, from which offioers 
are not to be considered as exempt, and 
many an officer knows, as those close- 
ly associated with him kaow, that he 
fails at times tc convict, not because 
he has the ^rong person in court, but 
because 
it is impossible, 
for one 


reason or another, to get the evidence 
to remove the reasonable doubt.

Naval Officer Claims National 


Sovereignty Depends on It. 


Q0ESTIOH OF BTBEKJTfl IH SHIPS. 


We Bloit Glv* l;i» Moaroe Doctrine or 


Increase the Navy, Say« Command- 
er J. D. Mnrdock—Protection of tbe 
InterooVHtilo 
C«nnl a 
Question 


Solely of Naval Power. 


"Our 
navy will probably be strong 


enough in 1905 to enable the foreign 
policy of our government to be can-led 
into effect, but not In 1S08 unless fur- 
ther increased. It seems as though the 
country were confronted with two al- 
ternatives. One is to give up the 
Mon- 


roe doctrine and all plans for control- 
ling an interoceanic canal, the other to 
Increase our armored fleet at a mini- 
mum rate of four vessels annually, with 
proportional increase of personnel." 


Commandc'r J. B. Murdock of the 


navy thus closes an article on Amer- 
ica's need of flguting ships, which is 
published in tbe current number of the 
Proceedings of the Naval Institute. 
The article is of importance because 
Commander Murdock makes it plain 
that tho nation which he personally be- 
lieves the United States will nest fight 
Is Germany, says the Washington cor- 
respondent of the Kow York Herald. 


The theater of future warfare be- 


tween the great powers, he says, will 
be the entire world. 
Military cam- 


paJgns will be carried on, but except 
on the continent of Europe, where large 
populations are in close contact, it will 
be impossible to assemble and operate 
the large jtrmies characterizing the 
warfare of the last century. Com- 
mander Murdock asserts that the 
United States should drop the old idea 
that tbe sea separates us from other 
powers. He declares it brings uslnto 
contact with them. This international 
highway, while nominally freo to all, is 
in reality reserved to the strongest, and 
tbe question of strength !s purely 
naval. 


"The events of tbo la«t decade," 


CommaDdpr Murdock goo.s on, "have 
made the United*States a wosicl power 
in spite of Itself. Our navy, which 
formerly had only to protect our coasts 
from naval attack, is now charged 
with tbe vastly more difficult task of 
keeping open the communication be- 
tween isolated areas of American ter- 
ritory. As the battle of Manila de- 
cided tbe destiny of tbe Philippines 
and that of Santiago made the loss of 
Cuba and Porto Rico a certainty to 
Spain, so a like reverse to our navy in 
a future war might cause a transfer of 
any of our outlying possessions to some 
other power. ln,,«uch cases military 
strength is but weakness and the navy 
becomes the real support of national 
sovereignty." 


Commander Murdock emphasizes the 


important place the Monroe doctrine 
holds in America's foreign policy. He 
quotes the London Spectator's declara- 
tion that tho German emperor wants 
a fleet in order Jhat .when he puts his 
South American policy into operation 
he will not be made ridiculous by an 
order from Washington, and that he 
believes that when he occupies the Rio 
Grande do Sul the Americans will 
waive the Monroe doctrine if his fleet 
Is equal to or stronger than theirs. 
Touching tbe Interoceanic_canal. Com- 
mander Mun!ock-»says there is unques- 
tionably a widespread conviction that 
the United States has a. greater Interest 
In tbe canal than any other nation and 
should therefore "control" it 


Cotninander Murdock believes the 


United States has fought its last figbt 
with Great Britain. The United States 
la, however, liable to have trouble from 
one reason or another with almost any 
of the powers and must consider war 
as a possible result. It is therefore 
important that we should bave not 
numerical but fighting strength. He 
opposes the installation of six inch in 
place of tbe eight inch guns on the 
new battleships, and be calls the 
armored cruisers uf tbe Maryland class 
and tbe protected cruisers of the St. 
Louis class defective 
in 
fighting 


strength. However useful battle cruis- 
ers may be, they cannot rank in actual 
warfare bigber'lhnn battleships of the 
second class, and there must be enough 
battleships built to meet our require- 
ments for a powerful navy. 


The German scheme of construction 


Is an admirable one. Unless Germany 
is to gain supremacy on the ocean, 
other nations, tbe United States In- 
cluded, must build steadily. An 'aver- 
age yearly increase of two battleships 
and one battle cruiser to tbe navy-wii! 
preserve America's relative standing 
while two battleships and twf battle 
crulf^tj or three battleships &n6 one 
battle cruiser laid down each year will 
ke.'p ber ahead In fighting strength. 


"If ve do not build," C<3mmandei 


Mnrdock says, "we-fmust, of course, 
accept auy conse<" jences that our naval 
Inferiority may bring upon us."

miud of oue, a notorious rascal, who was 
caught not long ago in this city while at 
liin nefarious trade," said the ex-treasury 
official. -'The paper money this man pro- 
duced was absolutely perfect in every de- 
tail but one thins, and it seems strange 
that a til a a of bis knowledge and experi- 
ence of the art of counterfeiting should 
not have known it." 


Here the treasury official took a $1 bill 


from his pocket. It was new and crisp, 
and he pointed out a diminutive letter C 
on the right under the bill's number and 
another down iu the other corner. 


"Now," he continued, "I don't suppose 


there are ten men iu a hundred outside 
the treasury department who know that 
these icemingly unnecessary letters are 
on United States bills. And even if they 
had noticed them I am willing to bet that 
not one of them could tell wliat they 
signify." 


Handing another bill to the reporter, 


the ex-treasury man as.ked him to road 
the last four figures. They were 5,321. 
The treasury man said almost instantly, 
"The letter on that bill is A," which was 
correct. 


Half a dozpn other bills were produced, 


and when the treasury man was told the 
last four figures of their numbers he was 
able to tell, with lightning rapidity, what 
letter would be found on each bill. In 
each cuse the letter was cither A, B, C 
orD. 


"The explanation Is simple," said he. 


"If you take the last four figures of the 
number on any bill, no matter what its 
denomination, and divide them by four, 
you "will have a remainder of 0,1, 2 or 3. 
If the remainder is zero, the letter on the 
bill will he D. If it is 1, the letter will 
be A; if it is 2, the letter will be B, and 
if it is 3 the letter will be C. 


"This is one of the many precautions 


taken by the government against coun- 
terfeiters. You can tell instantly whether 
a bill is bad or good by making that test. 
I wouldn't give a 5 cent piece for a |1,GOO 
bill, no matter how perfect it seemed, if 
its little letters did not correspond with 
the remainder obtained by dividing the 
last four figures of its number by 4."

RtUlmy Project — Ferry to Span 
Berlm* Sem—New tt«le* ~For~ New 
Torlc Central's Tunnel. 
The entlte rJght of way of the Illi- 


nois Central railroad lu Chicago and 
as far into tie suburban districts as 
Matteson, 28 mites from the Park Row 
station, will soon be lighted at night eo 
that tLe roadway will be almost as 
llgbt as day, says the New York Post. 
The company has just finished building 
a big electric plant for the purpose, and 
Its capacity is sufficient to furnish pow- 
er for lighting all the tracks, stations 
and yards for a distance of 30 miles. 
The plant is said to be one of the lar- 
gest and moat complete In the country. 
The wires for the lighting are laid la 
cables la stoneware conduits under- 
ground. So far 16>270 feet of this unr 
derground conduit has been laid. This 
will furnish Ihj^t for the big station at 
Twelfth street and other stations Had 
the right of way between Randolph 
street and Burnslde. All stations will 
be Illuminated with incandescent lamps 
and the platforms and tracks with arc 
lights. 


In addition to the Illumination of sta- 


tions and right of way the various 
freight houses down and up town and 
the express warehouses and the shops 
of the company will be lighted. Bo far 
the wired capacity of the substitution 
Is 7,000 16 candle power Incandescent 
lamps and 200 arc lights. Power will 
also be furnished to operate the com- 
pany's laundry, for running the three 
big passenger elevators in the Park 
Row station and for charging storage 
batteries of private cars. At presest 
the power plant Is taxed only to about 
50 per cent of its capacity. It is Bald 
that when operated to its full strength 
there will be 14,000 Incandescents and 
500 arc lights In use between Randolph 
street and Matteson, making this the 
best lighted right of way in the world. 


A' gigantic transalaskan project Is to 


be undertaken by French, Russian and 
American capitalists within the next 
few years, according to plans outlined 
the other day by L. Delobel, the French 
mining engineer, who left Paris July 13 
and started north on the steamer Dol- 
phin. 


Delobel says, according to a dispatch 


from Tacoma to the St Louis Republic, 
that plans are being formed to organ- 
ize a company having a capital stock of 
1200,000,000. This company will build 
nearly 4,000 miles of railroad besides 
spanning Bering sea with immense 
steam ferries. The company Is to have 
the backing of influential bankers in 
Paris, St Petersburg, Moscow and 
New York. The United States govern- 
ment will be asked for a land grant in 
the Yukon country. On his return from 
Alaska Delobel will visit Washington 
and confer with President McKinley 
on The subject 


The proposed railroad is to start in 


Circle City and run 2,000 miles to Be- 
ring sea, following a northerly course 
which will eyade low lands in the Yu- 
kon estuary. From the Siberian coast 
to Vladivostok 1,300 miles of road will 
be required. The ferries are to be large 
enough to transport loaded trains, 
making it possible to go from Circle 
City to Moscow and Paris by railroad.

Since the grand Jury began investi-

Ing orders have been Issued to the con- 
ductors and trainmen to do everything 
In their power to relieve the bad condi- 
tions while the trains are passing 
through the subway, says a White 
Plains (N. Y.) dispatch to the New York 
Sun.

lieves be has discovered a-wilijabje 
remedy to be used in jellcnr fever 
cases, says a Washington despatch,, to 
the New York Sun. Dr. Hodgson has 
been stationed at Frogreao.i Mexico, 
for two years and has made a thorough 
examination of yellow fever cases 
there. 


In a letter to Surgeon General Wy- 


man of the marine hospital service he 
calls attention to the fact that, while 
valuable work has been done In China 
In demonstrating beyond question^that 
yellow fever can be and ia transmitted 
by the mosquito, another insect, more 
pestiferous, which may be quite as 
active an agency in spreading this dis- 
ease as the mosquito, has been en- 
tirely overlooked, namely, the clmei or 
bedbug. 


"In the tropics," Dr. Hodgson says, 


"the bedbug is all pervading, and his 
stealthy movements are more liable to 
accomplish the desired end than the 
buzzing mosquito. 


"Among the remedies used in Central 


and South America as an antidote for 
the stings of insects and bites of snakes 
the seed of the bean of cedron has 
been found to be a specific. A tincture 
is made from the grated or mashed 
seed, and it is also made into a fluid 
extract. I made a tincture from the 
bean and used it as an antidote for the 
etings of insects and the bite of a 
snake and found that the action was 
almost immediate and the relief com- 
plete, The antitoxic properties of this 
remedy were so great that I thought it 
might be of some benefit ia yellow 
fever and had opportunities to try it in 
several cases of that disease, and from 
the results cocvluded it is as specific 
for yellow fever as quinine Is for 
malaria."- 


Dr. Hodgson says that the cases he 


treated were in Costa Rica, when he 
was government physician at Jirninez, 
and. while he kept no notes of the 
cases, every one treated with the tinc- 
ture of cedron recovered. He used the 
tincture by hypodermic Injections of 
about 20 minims three times a day. 


NEW LIGHT ON INSANITY. 


Frank: Howard Collier'* Brain Un- 


•ettfeu Soleatict*. 


That the peculiar insanity of the late 


Prank Howard Collier of Chicago re- 
sulted from a blow received on the 
head from supposedly political antago- 
nists several years ago was practically 
decided the other day by several physi- 
cians, who removed his brain for the 
purpose of a careful examination. 


The discovery is of special interest 


from the fact that it has been an ac- 
cepted theory among medical men that 
the kiad of insanity from which Collier 
suffered, technically known as circular 
Insanity, never occurred except as a 
result of hereditary taint If the con- 
clusions reached after the first investi- 
gation prove correct, this theory will 
have to be abandoned. 


A section of the forehead several 


inches square was removed and the 
brain taken out An examination show- 
ed that there was an exostosis, or bony 
growth, on the inner table of the skull, 
to which the membranes and frontal 
lobes of the brain adhered. The growth 
was an inch and a half long and an 
Inch wide, and the points, which were 
sharp, protruded nearly a quarter of an 
Inch. 


The exostosis, wblcb was not directly 


under the part of the skull where Col- 
lier had been struck, is believed to have 
been caused by the Inflamed condition 
of the skull and brain membrane 
around the wound. 


The size of Collier's brain was re- 


markable and gave evidence of the Im- 
mense intellectual strength which he 
once possessed. 
A year ago Collier's 


skull was trepanped, but the operation 
showed nothing. The incision, as was 
disclosed today, bad been made a little 
to one *lde of where the exoatoals ex- 
isted.
